New Yopk Youth Says 
He Sought Excitement 


N E W Y O R K (A P ( — Police 
seized a young man carrying a 
homemade bomb Frid ay night as 
he tried to climb a barrier only 
200 feet from where Fidel Castro 
was addressing a huge rally in 
Central Park, 
They quoted the young man as 
saying later that he intended to 
touch off the bomb “ for excite­ 
ment.’* 


“ It was jqst for kicks, I didn’t 
Intend to hurt people,” he said. 
The police bomb squad estimated 
the bomb had an effective radius 
of 300 feet. 
The Cuban Prim e Minister was 
addressing a cheering crowd of 
35,000 from a band shell in the 
park. The shell was set off from 
the dark 
surrounding 
woods by 1 
dozens of police floodlight*, and 
the heaviest police guard in New 
York City history surrounded Cas­ 
tro. 
A wall of police separated him j 
from tile crowd in front, and be- ! 
hind the shell police had set up 
barriers to keep the area clear. 
It was here, unknown to Castro 
and the crhwd, that a blond, crew ­ 
cut young man wearing a pale 
blue windbreaker and cotton wash 
pants tried to climb over a bar­ 
rier into the enclosed space. Im 
mediately he was seized by a pa­ 
trolman and a detective. 
In a hip pocket they found a 
bulky metal tube, sealed at both 
ends. Police later reported it was 
a

cut 
from 
a 
vacuum 
cleaner handle, which had been 
filled with a mixture of sulphur 
and zinc, and sealed at one end 
with plaster. 
The other end had been partly 
sealed with plaster, and contained 
several wooden matches and a cig. 
arette, which police was probably 
to act as a slow fuse. 
Later the man was identified as 
John Gregory Feller, 23. former 
Arm y sergeant, who lives in a fur­ 
nished room in downtown Manhat­ 
tan. Police said he is the son of 
Esther Feller, JRoslindale, Mass. 
Castro had no comment to make 
when he heard of the incident.

Magill said he had been aston­ 
ished at results of a survey pub- 
lished by the New York Times, in 
dicating that more than 30 per 
cent of those questioned were un 
familiar with the location of Ber­ 
lin. 
Seltzer said that, with the mul­ 
tiplicity of interests and distrac­ 
tions of today, the percentage of 
the total population who seriously 
inform themselves about the sweep 
of history has shrunk. 
He said also that, at a time 
when there is need for more rath 
cr than less information, the sourc­ 
es of information have tended to 
dry up “under the guise of almost 
perpetual national security.”
